Brink's Brangus recently j 
had their first bull named a 
Certified Meat Sire. And 
Brinkman told the group he 
believes there are two 
things CMS can do for a 
breeder—find out informa¬ 
tion on performance traits of 
a certain bull and then 
through the use of this 
information, sell bulls to 
prospective customers. 

Marshall McGregor, 
Stoutland, Mo., president 
of PRI, believes, "Any 
breeder can fudge if he 
wanLs to, but he's the one 1 
that loses. You're trying to 1 
find out where your good 
genes are and where your 
bad genes are. PRI is 
unique—when you certify a I 
bull you are putting that bull 
up against set standards, 
they're a minimum set of ; 
specifications. Breed asso¬ 
ciations run hulls against 
ratios.”

Glenn Butts, Fairland, 
Okla., executive secretary 
of PRI—“This is a mem¬ 
bers' program to help 
breeders find good bulls. 
You can't police the 
integrity of people. When 
the nomination fee was 
added to the program, it 
changed the quality of the 
nominees. If your bull 
qualifies, you, the breeder 
have the option of certifying 
the bull. There's always 
going to be people looking 
for a loophole. By conduct¬ 
ing contemporary tests we 
are trying to shortcircuit 
criticism of the program. 
CMS revolves around car¬ 
cass traits and heritability 19 
different for carcass traits 
than for weaning weights.” 

Roy Lilly, executive 
secretary of the Internation¬ 
al Brangus Breeders Assn. 
—“We (IBBA) have redis¬ 
covered CMS. The program 
smokes out yield grading, 
it's usually just listed as an 
index in most other 
programs. In the CMS 
program, progeny tested 


must qualify in all traits 
including yield grade. It’s a 
unique program because it 
makes yield grade most 
important. We’ve taken 
new interest in the program 
because it eliminates ani¬ 
mals that don't have red 
meat. I think we should 9tart 
considering dam influence 
on this yield grade factor 
now." 

Carlton Corbin, Fitts- 
town, Okla.—"When you 
tell a lie three times you 
start to believe it yourself 
and you'll end up using the 
wrong bull. People who 
tried to certify a bull and 


couldn't, play down the pro¬ 
gram. Get on the merchan¬ 
dising bandwagon for Certi¬ 
fied Meat Sires, it's the way 
logo. But find out what the 
pitfalls are and put an end to 
them." 

Hollis Dickey. Ringling, 
Okla.—"In every breed we 
find a bull's calves that will 
marble earlier- We pull 
bulls early off test to see 
which of these bulls will 
have calves that will grade 
on the shortest amount of 
feeding days possible. 
We’re looking for bulls in 
every breed that will marble 
earlier." 



Clyde Reed, retired 
Oklahoma State University 
Extension specialist — 
"We're trying to cut the 
feeding period down and 
atill get carcasses that 
grade. We should lake 
photographs of ribeyes, get 
progeny tests on females 
since the bull only provides 
half of the calf's genes and 
pyramid germ plasm in the 
cow herd as well as the 
bulls. If we're going to get 
30 to 40 embryos from one 
cow in embryo transplant 
programs, that cow better 
be the right cow and should 
be tested." 

There was also some dis¬ 
cussion on whether bulls 
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should l»u tested on cows of 
thu same hreod ns the bull. 
Butts told the group it 
.should ho left ns a bruodur’s 
option. 

"In the PRI program, 
breeders use bulls on cows 
that provide an interest to 
his neighbors or prospective 
bull buyers. The program is 
for breeders to find out how 
lo breed better cows." 

Bramwell added that 
many breeders will be 
selling bulls Lo be used in 
crossbreeding programs, so 
"we need to know what a 
particular bull will do on 
other breeds.” 

Butts summed up the 
meeting by saying, "Yield 
grade 2, choice, trim retail 
cuts — that's what we're 
going for."

Witnesses say administration’s 
grazing fee not fair market value 


VV ilniriifiu.-j representing 
several live-stock organizn- 
lions told n Senate panel in 
Washington that tin- Uurter 
administration's formula 
for determining fees for 
grazing on puhlic lands 
would noL achieve "fair 
market value." 

The livestockmen argued 
that a fee formula contained 
in compreliensive range 
improvement legislation 
being considered by a 
Senate subcommittee would 
more accurately measure 
Uio value of the public 
forage and market condi¬ 
tions. They blasted admin¬ 
istration statements on the 
issue as being "illogical and 
inconsistent." 

Administration witnesses 
praised most parts of an 
omuibim Ilnusu-pas.sL-d hill 
mid similar Senate legisla¬ 
tion but expressed con¬ 
tinued opposition to a 
provision that would require 
that un indicator of total 
costs of production be used 
to fine tunc*" the grazing 
fee rate. 

The industry witnesses 
ridiculed the administra¬ 
tion's assertion that the 
formulu in the legislation 
would be a "subsidy." 
Several witnesses und 


Senators claimed llmt this 
did not make sense when 
the administration was also 
testifying that the industy- 
supported formula would 
have resulted in a higher fee 
than the administration 
formula in 9 of the lost 14 
years and that the nmountof 
revenue collected in future 
years would average out 
about the same. 

The difference is thaL 
under the legislation "the 
fee would go up when it 
should go up, and go down 
when it should go down— 
more in tune with fair 
market value," Dean 
Khoods, president of the 
Public Lands Council, ex¬ 
plained to a subcommittee 
of the Senntu Energy and 
Natural Resources Commit¬ 
tee. 

J.W. (IliJII Swan, testify¬ 
ing for the Idaho Cuttle-

"Certainly, for¬ 
age that produces beef 
worth 60 cents per lb. has 
more value than forage that 
produces beef worth 30 
cents per lb.," he said. 

Joe Lane, chairman of the 
Public Lands Committee of 
the National Cattlemen's 
Assn., said that annually 
adjusting the grazing fee 
solely on rents received on 
the small amount of avail¬ 
able private pasture in the 
west results in an inaccurate 
and inflated figure. 

"Due to the shortage of 
private lease land in the 
west, such land usually 
commands a premium price 
which a buyer cannot econo¬ 
mically justify on a long-

Lane quoted Lhe report 
annnuncing the administra¬ 
tion's decision in which it 
was admitted: "There was 
no effort made to exclude 
from private lease data 
situations which are nol 
comparable to public leas¬ 
es." He said the report 
"candidly states" that the 
rental data includes emer¬ 
gency and short-term leases 
and concedes that there are 
many increased costs borne 
by public land as contrasted 
to private land ranchers 
which have not been calcu¬ 
lated. He said the report 
lists such costs as those 
associated with intensive 
management practices and 
those that result hum the 
use of public lands by other 
user groups. 

Nick Theos and Tye S. 
Moore, on behalf of the 
National Wool Growers 
Assn., urged the Senate 
committee to approve the 
House-passed bill and 
stressed the economic 
impact on the western 
states and the entire nation 
if livestock grazing on the 
public range is discontinued 
because of grazing fees 
priced higher than the 
market can bear. 

Guy Martin, assistant 
secretary of the Interior, 
called the range improve¬ 
ment legislation "an histor¬ 
ic opportunity for Congress 
to assert a dear and deliber¬ 
ate policy that western 
rangelands are to be 
restored to and maintained 
in productive condition." 
Frank Gregg, Bureau of 
Land Management Direc¬ 
tor, said that, “Laying the 
grazing fee issue to rest 
would do much to bring 
order to the range by per¬ 
mitting the government and 
jablic land users to concen¬ 


trate on the key issue of 
rangeland condition and 
use," but he and Martin 
continued to oppose a legis¬ 
lated fee. 

Rhoads vigorously dis¬ 
puted administration claims 
that including a cost of 
production factor in a fee 
formula would create a pre¬ 
cedent. He pointed out that 
the fair market value of 
standing timber is apprais¬ 
ed by establishing the value 
of the timber at the mill and 
then deducting the costs of 
cutting, removing, and 
transporting the timber to 
market. Also deducted, he 
said, are other overhead 
costs “and an allowance for 
profit and risk-taking. In 
other words: the cost of 
production and profitabil¬ 
ity."

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Shudders felt as fate of nitrite pondered

Shudders went through 
the U S. meat industry 
following the disclosure of a 
government plan to ban the 
use of nitrites in meat 
products. 

Such a ban would cause a 
major realignment in the 
meat industry as packers 
and processors scramble for 
alternatives for the more 
than 9.1 million lb. of 
nitrite-treated foods mar¬ 
keted annually. From the 
producer standpoint, hog 
farmers would be hardest 
hit through Iosb of their 
market for all but fresh 
pork. Cattlemen and sheep 
raisers would feel the 
pinch—even though a much 
smaller percentage of their 
meat is treated—through a 
drop in demand and 
depressed market for beef 
by-products. 

Disclosure of the secret 
60-page USDA-Food and 
Drug Administration report 
calling for the nitrite ban 
was leaked to the press in 
advance of actual proposals, 
expected this fall. The 


government is moving 
slowly to avoid finding 
"bodies in the streets" 
from an outbreak of 
botulism. The report calls 
for an orderly phase-out of 
nitrites which have been 
proven to cause cancer in 
laboratory animals. 

The issue of which is the 
worse problem— botulism 
or long term cancer risk in 
humans—isn't addressed 
by the report. But it does 
warn that an immediate ban 
would likely lead to 
botulism outbreaks due to 
the lack of any viable 
alternatives. 

One possible alternative 
to the use of nitrites would 
be freezing, but the nation 
would need to double its 
capacity to make up for the 
difference. There would be 
higher costs and increased 
energy consumption 
through this method.

Dixon approved 
for inter-state 
hog shipments 

Hogs may now enter the 
state of California for sale, 
other than for slaughter. 

Formerly, breeding 
swine and feeders were 
barred from the state be¬ 
cause of disease problems 
in the past. These have been 
cleared up, and the USDA 
has approved Dixon Auction 
Yard, Dixon, for inter-state 
hog shipment. 

The modernization of the 
Dixon Auction Yard by 
owners Jim and Tom 
Schene, Included pouring 
over 8000 square feet of 
concrete. Incoming ship¬ 
ments must remain on the 
concrete until sold and 
shipped out. New pens have 
increased the Dixon hog 
capacity to 1600 and a 
sprinkler system completes 
the improvements.

Grasshoppers 
being battled 
with disease 

Grasshopper outbreaks 
could be quickly and econo¬ 
mically controlled using less 
pesticide if the pesticide 
was used in combination 
with a deadly disease of 
grasshoppers and crickets, 
USDA scientists report. 

The grasshopper pesti¬ 
cides used most extensively 
ore melathion and carbryl. 
Using them with a natural 
disease of grasshoppers 
called nosema locustae 
might reduce the amount of 
chemical insecticide needed 
by 98% and cut treatment 
cost 70%, USDA told LFM. 

Nosema poses no threat 
to people, plants or animals. 
It affects only grasshoppers 
and Mormon crickets.

later it is too fragile to be 
moved. 

The egg is removed by 
placing a sterile fluid into 
the donor cows' uterus. The 
egg floats in the fluid which 
is gently suctioned out of 
the uterus. The egg is 
examined microscopically 
to determine if it's normal. 
Those that are normal are 
deposited in the recipient 
cow just as sperm might be. 

The technique is being 
developed by researchers 
with USDA's Science and 
Education Administration 
(SEA) in cooperation with 
the University of Wiscon¬ 
sin. The egg transfers won’t 
have the impact on the beef 
industry that storing frozen 
semen will—a good donor 
cow might produce over 100 
calves in her lifetime while 
thousands of offspring 
could potentially be ob¬ 
tained from a single donor 
bull—but should help boost 
the population of superior 
cattle. 

One of the major 
problems in increasing 


cattle numbers now is the 
inability of most beef cows 
to produce more than one 
eggper estrus cycle—which 
means no more than one calf 
—a year. With hormone 
treatments, some cows can 
produce a great number of 
eggs, though production of 
more than 2 or 3 eggs per

Secretary of Agriculture 
Bub Bergland said the 
administration's proposed 
program of comprehensive 
crop insurance meets the 
demands of today's farmers 
for adequate low-cost in¬ 
come protection against 
disaster. 

■*U will be the best bar¬ 
gain farmers have ever 
had," the secretary said. 
“Existingso-called disaster 
programs are a mess — 
fragmented, unreliable and 
completely inadequate.' ’ 

The secretary told a farm 
group on a tour of western 
Iowa that the new crop 
protection program will 
provide protection on 18 
major crops to start with, 
and89% ofthe U.S. planted 
acres will be covered. 

“Not only will the new 
low-cost program give 
genuine and reliable protec¬ 
tion to farmers, it will 
provide protection for. the 
entire economy of affected 
disaster areas," he said. 

‘The general pattern of 
disasters is that it often 
devastates whole multi 
county areas and not only 
are farmers left suffering 
casastrophic losses, but so 
does the 'entire business 


community," Bergland de¬ 
clared. 

"In this sense,” he con¬ 
tinued, "it is truly u com 
prehensive protection pro¬ 


gram. 

The secretary said the 
program could actually 
benefit, the private industry 
by making the farmer 
“insuranceconscious," and 
thus receptive to huying 
private coverage to supple¬ 
ment his federally subsi¬ 
dized insurance. 

"The government insur¬ 
ance can be sold through 
approved private insurance 
agents in addition to the 
local USDA offices," he 
declared. "Private insur¬ 
ance agents will be able to 
contract with the USDA to 
sell the insurance policies 
on a commission basis." 

Secretary Bergland said 
that the proposed compre¬ 
hensive program simplifies 
the whole disaster program 
and puts it on a business¬ 
like basis at a very tow cost 
to farmers. 

"The farmer can get the 
kind of disaster protection 
he wants and will not be at 
the mercy of endless red- 
tape and bureaucratic 
muddle," he said. 

He pointed out that an 
average Iown corn fanner 
can huy 70% protection on 
his corn crop for around 
$6.16 an acre—or at a cost of 
less than three bushels of 
corn per acre. An average 
soybean producer can get 
70% protection for $2.86 an 
acre—or less than the price

FUTURES-FAX 

Live cattle futures seldom have received so much support 
with so little fundamental reason for it. Live cattle and beef 
prices have advanced, but increases again this past week 
were disappointing. Although optimism and general 
bullish sentiment were widespread, increases in producer 
prices were limited.

Some find, however, that the fed cattle industry has 
marketed itself sufficiently ahead of schedule to offset 
much of the expected increase in marketings for 
September.' If demand improves with the advent of cooler 
weather, prices of fed cattle and beef probably; will rise, 
belatedly, in September and surprise many observers. 
Some analysts atlU anticipate a downtrend into the late fall, 
hut find that temporary strength after, the first week of 
September and through much of the month Is entirely

On a slow market situation this week ant? at least a 
'modest downturn in wholesale'beef prices, October.could 
work off toward $52, but for the near term, analysts would 
be inclined tobe buying in that area.

The Food and Drug 
Administration's decision 
to reconsider restrictions 
against antibiotics in animal 
feeds is a * ‘major victory for 
livestock producers and 
consumers alike/’ says 
John B. Armstrong, presi¬ 
dent of tho Texas and 
Southwestern Cattle Rais¬ 
ers Assn. The Ft. Worth- 
based group represents 
14,000 cow/calf producers 
in Texas and surrounding 
states. 

"TSCRA has testified 
against FDA’s proposals in 
several public hearings in 
the last 18 months. We are 
very happy that FDA, after 
hearing this testimony and 
that of others, has backed 
off its original plans. The 
savings for livestock pro¬ 
ducers and consumers from 
this action may result in 
millions annually,'’ Arm¬ 
strong said. 

Notification of FDA’s 
change in attitude came in a 
letter from Dr. Donald 
Kennedy, FDA commis¬ 
sioner, to members of the 
Senate Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee. He said FDA would 
delay and possibly drop al¬ 
together regulations that 
would sharply curtail the 
use of three antibiotics— 
penicillin, chlortetracycline 
and oxytetracycllne—in an¬ 
imal feed. Further, the 
agency’s plans to label all 
feeds containing the drugs 


and the requirement of a 
veterinarian’s certificate to 
purchase such feed have 
been postponed Indefi¬ 
nitely. 

FDA will likely hold a 
formal meeting on the rules 
and will invite representa¬ 
tives from concerned 
groups to present further 
evidence. Thereafter, Ken¬ 
nedy said the rules would be 
“revised or withdrawn to 
better address the public’s 
concerns.” 

Key points of TSCRA 
opposition against these 
regulations were: 

• The use of low-level 
antibiotics in animal feed 
haB been a common practice 
for the promotion of animal 
health and weight gain for 
more than 30 years without 
incident of resistance bacte¬ 
ria found in animals. 

• Anaplasmosis, one of 
the major diseases to cow/ 
calf operation in tho south¬ 
west, is controlled by 
feeding low-level antibiot¬ 
ics. No alternatives have 
been found at this time. 

• With only 5000 large 
animal vets in the U.S.', 
obtaining prescriptions 
would be impractical for 
many producers and place 
feed companies in the drug 
store businesB, 

EDA administrator Don¬ 
ald Kennedy originally 
proposed these regulations 
because of "theoretical 


evidence” that resistance 
could develop if antibiotics 
continue to bo used by 
livestock producers. TSCRA 
sharply opposed those 
restrictions because these 
regulations as proposod 
were without scientific fact.

"We are going to have 
the largest Limousin event 
ever at this year's 1978 
American Royal in Kansas 
City,” stated Greg Martin, 
executive vice president of 
the NALF. "With the tenth 
annual convention, the 
World Futurity Show and 
the National Junior Heifer 
Show all taking place In 
Kansas City from Nov. 
11-14 we wanted to encour¬ 
age everyone to bring their 
best Limousin steers." 

The American Royal 
Junior Steer Show will be 
held Nov. 10-11, with the 
grand champion to be sel¬ 
ected at noon on Nov. 11.
